The  unpredictability  of  this  school 

year  swept  the  student  body  into  a  whirlwind. 

Former  Principal  Delmer  Botkin  and  Dr.  Michael 
Loso  were  included  in  a  county  wide  principal  shuffle. 

"I  had  only  fine  memories  here.  I  thought,  'what  a  fine 
place  to  be  if  I  was  going  to  be  moved'/'  Loso  said.  His 
past  position  as  vice  principal  made  the  change  easier 
for  him,  because  he  already  knew  many  of  the  teachers. 

Two  weeks  prior  to  Christmas  break,  teachers 
began  moving  classroom  supplies  to  a  new  19.5  million 
dollar  Broadway  High  School.  The  new  school  was  furnished  with  261  more 
seats  in  the  cafeteria  and  300  more  parking  spaces.

Three  German  stu¬ 
dents  and  one  student  from  Ecuador 
left  homes,  families,  and  friends  to 
come  to  Broadway.  "My  mother 
didn't  want  me  to  come  at  first,  but 
now  I  think  she's  proud  of  me,"  se¬ 
nior  German  exchange  student 
Svenja  "Charlotte"  Surra  said. 

The  exchange  students  began 
to  learn  English  in  about  fifth  grade 
learning  simple  words  like  "hello,"

For  12  years  seniors  waited  to  be  the  top  dogs.  Once  they 
achieved  the  honor,  they  found  the  responsibilities  of  applying 
for  college,  visiting  the  college,  taking  S.A.T's  and  concentrating 
on  their  senior  year. 

As  students  became  seniors,  their  mailboxes  filled  with 
advertisements  from  colleges,  promoting  schools  and  encourag¬ 
ing  seniors  to  attend  their  university.  At  the  same  time  they 
received  phone  calls  from  Army  Recruiters  encouraging  them  to 
join  the  Army  by  saying  the  army  offered  more  opportunities. 

Parents  didn't  want  their  kids  to  go  out  of  state,  and  when 
the  student  wanted  to  it  became  hard  trying  to  say  good-bye 
and  worrying  about  other  responsibilities.  "My  parents  were 
happy  that  I  wanted  to  go  to  college,  neither  of  them  went.  They 
weren't  so  happy  when  I  said  I  was  going  to  an  out  of  state 
college,"  Melissa  Knott  who  was  going  to  school  for  business 
courses  said. 

Choosing  a  college  may  have  seemed  easy,  but  the  task 
proved  challenging.  It  was  hard  to  know  what  to  look  for  in  a 
college.  Nikki  Moyer  wanted  to  go  to  University  of  North 
Carolina  to  become  a  Marine  Biologist.  "I  looked  for  a  college 
with  my  major,  in  the  right  location  and  the  right  cost,"  Moyer 
said.  But  with  so  much  information  it  made  choosing  a  college 
difficult  and  confusing. 

Finding  a  college  was  a  challenge  to  seniors,  but  they  were 
told  over  and  over  that  it  would  be  well  worth  it  in  the  long  run.

was  tag.  We  played  in  the  halls  when  it 
was  raining  and  outside  when  the 
weather  was  nice.  The  worst  part  of 
practice  was  when  we  had  to  do  speed 
trials,"  sophomore  Jason  Dove  said. 
The  team's  speed  trials  consisted  of  a 
selected  distance  in  which  they  were 
timed.  The  speed  trials  were  goals  for 
meets  and  were  also  used  to  measure 
improvements. 

"The  meets  make  it  the  most  fun. 
We  have  a  lot  of  free  time  where  we  can 
just  hang  out;  we  usually  just  end  up 
playing  a  lot  of  card  games.  It's  also  a 
chance  to  meet  runners  from  other 
schools,  junior  Brian  Showalter  said. 
The  team  traveled  to  eight  meets  dur¬ 
ing  the  season. 

The  whole  team  made  the  road 
trip  to  the  district  meet  held  at  Blue 
Ridge.  Showalter  and  Mario  Ferrayra 
placed  high  enough  to  move  on  to 
regionals.

It  was  official,  the  first  Broadway 
High  School  football  season  was  un¬ 
derway.
